THE BEST LAID PLANS... 
Is Blueprint For Year 2010 Working? 


(This is the first of a two-part series)

Three years ago, the Bucks County Planning 
Commission unveiled its Comprehensive Plan — the 
first of its kind in Pennsylvania — which prescribed 
in booklet form a pattern for future growth of the 
county. 
What has happened to these illustrated book­ 
lets which included, for $2, practically everything 


the commission had learned in the previous ll 
years? 
Are they now gathering dust on the book­ 
shelves of various county and municipal officials? 
Franklin C. Wood, the commission’s executive 
director, doesn’t think so — and here’s why. 
Plans Of Their Own 
A full dozen municipalities have completed 
comprehensive plans of their own since the 62- 
page document came out. 
Another 13 townships and boroughs now have 
plans in progress. 


“This is significant,” Wood said, “because it is 
really up to the county’s boroughs and townships to 
decide whether to conform to our county plan. 
“We can’t order them to follow our plan, nor 
can the county commissioners who endorsed the 
plan when it came out in 1962,’’ Wood said. 
James Carr, Wood’s assistant, keeps tabs on 
what’s going on planning-wise in the county’s 54 
municipalities. 
Up County 
According to his scorecard, Lower Makefield, 


Lower Southampton, and Middletown Townships 
have drawn up comprehensive plans in the last 
three years. And further on up in the county, so 
have Bedminster, Richland, Plumstead, Solebury, 
Doylestown, Warminster, West Rockhill and Upper 
Makefield Townships and New Hope Borough. 
Now drawing up plans in Lower Bucks are Ben- 
salem, Bristol, Falls, Northampton and Upper 
Southampton Townships, and Bristol Borough. 
So are their up county neighbors in Bucking­ 
ham, Haycock, Milford, Springfield and Warring-

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Sen. 
Milton R. Young, R-N.D., one 
of the few men in Washington 
privy to the Central Intelligence 
Agency’s

said today that m any of the 
best spies the United States has 
abroad

party officials. 


Young is one of only six sen­ 
ators who know precisely how 
much money is appropriated for 
the super - secret CIA and for 


spy 
purpose. 
The 
funds 
are 
concealed 
in 
the 
budgets 
of 
dozens of other federal agencies 
for security purposes. 
Last winter, the North Dakota 
Republican toured virtual’y ail 
of the CIA’s overseas offices as 
a m em ber of the Senate approp­ 
riations subcommittee. 
“ Many of our most valuable 
CIA operatives in various coun­ 
tries throughout the world are 
actually high-ranking Commu­ 


nist p arty officials,” he wrote 
in a report to his constituents.

Young 
told United Press International 
that 
American 
spies 
cannot 
work their way up in the ap ­ 
paratus of foreign Communist 
parties. 


"Some party members — not 
too sold on communism-—for a

Johnson On 


TV Tonight

WASHINGTON (AP) — P resi­ 
dent Johnson will deliver a m a­ 
jor statem ent of U.S. policy on 
the Vietnamese w ar tonight in 
an apparent move to encourage 
peace efforts by a group of 17 
nonaligned countries. 


The speech, scheduled for de­ 
livery at Johns Hopkins U niver­ 
sity, Baltimore, is believed to 
have been decided upon by the 
President at this time also to 
serve these other purposes: 


. Em phasize what officials 
call the “ peace track” of U.S. 
policy at a time when American 
and South Vietnamese bombings 
of North Viet Nam are slowly 
closing in on the Hanoi area. Air 
strikes against North Viet Nam 
began exactly two months ago 
today on Feb. 7 and about 20 
have now been made. Johnson 
reportedly wants to remind the 
world that the aim of his strate­ 
gy in this respect is not a wider 
w ar but security for South Viet 
Nam. 


2. Respond to fears and criti­ 
cisms about U.S. policy which 
have been expressed by public 
figures in this country and gov 
ernm ent leaders abroad. One of 
the chief points of criticism is 
that the conflict in Southeast 
Asia could get out of hand and 
explode into a big war. 


3. Indicate to whatever extent 
he considers wise at this tim e 
some of the U.S. guidelines for 
an approach to negotiations and 
the issues that would have to be 
resolved in reaching a success­ 
ful agreem ent.

Hospital spokesmen said Tuesday his con­ 
dition w’as satisfactory. 
“I never saw a braver man,” Debbie’s mother 
said. “He jumped in, knowing full well he could 
have drowned too. If it hadn’t been for him, she 
would have died.”

MIG19 and MIG21 jets buzzed
